ome other Hiftories, compofed by Abbé 
C de Vertot, have procured him fo great a 

reputation, and have met with fo good a 
reception in Great Britain and elfewhere, that 
this laft Work of that able Writer will, in. all 
likelihood, be no lefs acceptabJe to the Readers. 
The Hiftory of the Knights of Maltha is a dif- 
ficult performance: the Author being fenfible 
of it, tells us that he has been obliged to go 
back above fix hundred years into paft Ages, 
and to fearch out in that remote Antiquity an 
origin little obvious, and confequently not. very 


capable of fatisfying the curiofity of the Pub- 


lic. He adds, that notwithftanding his great 
Jabour, and though he has beftowed many years 
upon the compofition of this Hiftory, yet he 


‘did not perceive till after he had finifhed it, how | 


far he was from the perfection which fuch a 
Work requires. 


But, fays Abbé de Vertot, when the Reader 


proceeds to the next Age, he will be very well 
pleafed with many great examples. of piety, and 


ations 
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actions arifng from the moft umcommon va- 
lour. This is a Hiftory of a celebrated Body 
of Religious, confined at firft to an Hofpital, 
and who notwithftanding the painful care of 
poor and fick people, being alfo able to take up 
arms again{ft the Infidels, profeft enemies to 
Chriftianity, joined together thofe two profefs 
fions, though never fo oppofite. - 

The Habit of thofe military Religious was 
plain and modeft: Pilgrims and the Poor were 
the better for the frugality of their Table. When 
they left the Sick, it was only to pray, or to 
march againft the enemies of the Crois, That 
Crofs was both their Habit and Standard. No 
ambition appeared in that warlike Body ; for, 
dignities were acquired no other way, but by 
the practice of virtue. Whatever advantagie 
they obtained over the Infidels, their only aim 
Was to convert them, or at leaft to difable 
them from doing any harm to the Chrifti- 
ans, 

Such was the golden Age of the Order of 
St. John of Jerufalem. The Author does not 
pretend, that in procefs of time thofe Knighte 
did not grow remifs in the practice of fo ma- 
ny different virtues: ’tis but too well known, 
fays he, that the military Man did frequently 
prevail over the Religious. But notwithftand- 
ing this effe¢t of human weaknefs, Mr. de Vere 
tot does not believe that among all the military 
Orders, difperfed in different countries of Chri-« 
ftendom, any one can be found, in which difin- 
tereftednefs, purity of manners, and intrepidity 
in the greateft dangers have been fo long in hoe 
nour, and luxury and the love of wealth and 
pleafures introduced later. 
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The Author has taken care not to infert in 
this Hiftory feveral wonderful things to. be 
found in the Annals of that Order ; fuch as the 
converfion of a Saracen Princefs named I/menia, 
of an uncommon beauty, as all the Heroines of 
the antient Chronicles, who was tranfported. in 
one night from Egypt into Picardy, with three 
Knights who had a great fhare in her conver- 
fion : a pious fable, fays our Author, like fo 
many others to be found in the old Legendary 
Writers, and more proper to pleafe the Liber- 
tines, than to edify good men. 


This Work confifts of fourteen Books. ..'The 
thirteenth ends with the death of the Great Ma- 
fter Fobn de la Vallette, in 1568. ‘The fourteenth 
is written by way of Annals, and contains a 
general account of the moft.confiderable things, 
that happened from 1568 to the prefent. time. 
That Book is attended with a Treatife of the Go- 
vernment of the Order. To give a fhort Specimen 
of this Work, I begin with the Author’s: ac- 
count of the People called Affafius, in the twelfth 
Century. 


_ Vol. 1. pag. 218. Many- ages before, a fort 
of Banditi (Clays Mr. de Vertot) fettled in 
the mountains of Phenicia, between Zortofa or 
Antaradus, as’it was then called, and Zripolé:: 
they feemed to be Mabometans ; but they had 
dardly taken any thing from that Seét, befides 
a hatred of the Chriftian name. 'Thofe lawlefs 
Barbarians were blindly devoted to the will of 
their Chief: the moft enormous crimes became 
by his order heroic virtues. They chofe .that 
Commander by a majority of votes. He-took 
no other title, but that of Lord of the Moun- 
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tail, by reafon of the mountainous country 
which thofe -Banditi inhabited. But he had a 
more abfolute authority than the:greateft Kings 5 
and this power: was the more folid, becaufe it 
was: grounded upon a principle of Religion ; 
that fierce and ignorant people being bred up in 
the belief, that if they died executing the Or- 
ders of their Chief, they would have immedi- 
ately the firft places in a delightful Paradife. 
The Lord of the Mountain made ufe of them 
to:'murder his particular enemies. ‘They went 
and ftabbed Princes in their own palaces, and 
in the midft of their-guards. It was a fort of 
School of Affaffins ; and the fear of the moft 
dreadful torments did-not hinder thofe Barba- 
rians from executing fuch cruel commiffions. 

To avoid being fufpettedy they commonly 
had’ no other weapons .but a dagger, called in 
the Perfian language Hafffin: that name was 
given them.; and from thencé comes our word 
Affafin. That {mall State confifted only of 
fome caftles built upon the tops of mountains, 


er inacceffible rocks ;. but there were in the nar-—— 


row: paflages of thofe mountains, and in the 
valleys, a great many villages,-inhabited by a- 
bove fixty thoufand people, all cruel, fanatical, 
murderers out of a principle of confcience, and 
fo defperate, that moft of the neighbourin 

Princes, though much more powerful, yet dur 

not'make war with them. °Tis related that.a 
Sultan of Damafcus having {ent word by an En- 
voy to a Lord of the Mountain,- named Hacen, 
that ‘he would deftroy his {mall State, “unlefs he 
paidhim-a tribute; that Chief of the Afjaffins, 
without making ‘any: anfwer, ordered ‘in the pre- 
fence of that Envoy-one of his Subjeéts to throw 
himfelf headlong from the top of a‘ tower, and 
eS A 3 anos 
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another to thruft a dagger into bis heart : they 
obeyed immediately. Then Hgcen turning to 
the Ambaflador, faid to him: @o and tel your 
Mafter, that I bave fixty thoufand men as much 
devoted to my orders as thofe two men. From 
that time, the Lord of the Mountain heard no 
more of the pretenfions of the Sultan, Other 
Hiftorians pretend that it was a Count of Chame 
pagne, who going with a fate-conduét of the 
Lord of the Mountain, from Lyre to Antioch, 
through that {mall State, was witnefs of fuch a 
horrid fpectacle, However it be, moft of the 
Chriftian and Mahometan Sovereigns, to avoid 
the fury of thole Afafins, fent very noble Pree 
{ents to their Commanders. 


Vol. Il. pag. 192. € feg, The Readers will 
find here a remarkable hiftory of a Serpent or 
Crocodile of a prodigious bignefs, killed by the 
Knight Gozey, in the Ifle of Rbodes. It feems 
to be fabulous in feveral of its -circumftances : 
however, the. Roman Hiftory, as the Author 
oblerves, mentions a like Monfter that was kil~ 
led with great difficulty in Africa, by the troops 
of Atilius Regulus, See Valerius Maximus, and 
Aulus Gellius, . 


Vol. IIT, pag.1%0, Mr. de Vertot obferves that 
Bajazet II. with a defign to gain entirely the 
friendfhip of Peter a Aubuffon, Great Mafter. of 
the Knights of Rdodes, fent him the right Hand 
of St. John the Baptift, Patron of the Order, 
which had been formerly brought from Antioch 
to Conftantinople, and which Mabomeg at the 
taking of that City ordered tobe kept in his 
‘Freafure, probably for the richnef§iof the Shrine, 
er to fell the Relic to: fome Ghriftian Prince, 

> Though 
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Though the Turks (fays Abbé de Vertot) call 
our veneration for Relics Idolatry, yet Ba- 
jazet caufed it to be tranflated to Rhodes with 
great ceremony : this fhows that in moft Sove- 
reign Princes Religion goes a great way, next 
to the intereft of the State. — : 


The fame ‘Turkifh Emperor (pag. 149, 180.) 
offered to Charles VIII. King of France, all the 
Relics which the Emperor Mabomet his Father 
had found at the taking of Conftantinople, and 
in the whole extent of his Empire. ‘* But, 
“* fays Abbé de Vertot, people were no longer 
S¢ prepoffeft in favour of the Relics that came 
“ from the Eaft, fince the facking of Conftan-— 
“ tinople, and the Greeks had brought to the 
“ Vatins fo great a quantity of falfe ones, that 
“* the moft fuperftitious people had no longer 
“ that fondnefs and refpect for therm, which 
“ are only due to the true ones”. (1 with 
fome body would tell us, how true Relics can 
be diftinguifhed from falfe ones. ) 


This Work contains, among other things, 2 
curious Hiftory of the Holy War. There is 
at the end of the laft Volume, a Difcourfe upon 
the Alcoran, and a Differtation about an hiftori- 
cal fat mentioned in the feventh Book of this 
Work, and very differently related by two Hi- 
ftorians. The Difcourfe upon the Alcorau was 
delivered by Abbé de Vertot in the Academy of 
Belles Lettres, the 14, of November 1724, at 
the Opening of the Academy. That Piece 
affords me fome paffages proper to be inferted 
in this Article. *Tis certain, fays the Author, 
that the A/coran contains fo many particulars 
out of the Old and New Teftament, that Ma-

Of all the motives that can work upon men, 
Mabomet hardly ufed any but hope and fear. » If 
i he was to difcourfe of Paradife, as he {poke to 
i a people burnt by the violent heat of the Sun, 
i and who inhabited the Torrid Zone, he repre- 
il {ented to them that happy ‘place, as a Garden 
ih watered with fountains and cooling liquors, fet 
A! with trees always green, and which bear a de- 
i lightful fruit at all times. And for the fatisfa- 
| i tion of fenfual and voluptuous men, in a coun- 

try where, as Ammianus Marcellinus F obferves, 
| *tis incredible with what an ardor men and woe 
! men give up themfelves to the pleafures of 
Ih Jove ; Incredibile eft, quo ardore apud eos in vee 
| nerem utergque folvitur fexsus ; Mahomet promifes 
to men, that the Kernels of the fruit which 
they fhall eat in Paradife, will be changed inte 
i as many young women of a divine beauty, cree 
| ated on purpofe for their happinefs, and though 
|) jn a frequent ufe of marriage, yet always vir- 
i} gins, and never mothers. (Alc, ¢. 3, 4 36, 
|) 37. 43. 47- 78.) sed 
i Mahomet declares in. the Alcoran that he 
does not come to bring a new Law, but to re 
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vive that which God gave to Adam and the firft 
men, and which was tran{mitted to Abrabam 
anid Ismael : a Law, fays he, more antient than 
that. of the Jews, and that of Chriftians. He 
adds, that this Law was altered ‘and corrupted 
by the Succeffors of the Patriarchs, who inftead 
of preferving the worfhip of the.true God, in- 
troduced Idolatry’; that God, in order to re- 
claim men from their errors, fent into the world 
a great Prophet named Mo/es, who gave them 
anew Law, confirmed by great miracles ; but 
the Jews in procefs of time corrupted that Law 
by human traditions. That afterwards God raifed 
a fecond Prophet’ greater than Mo/es, named 
Fefus, Son of Mary, without father like Adam, 
and born of a Virgin ; but though that new 
Prophet publifhed a Law very beneficial’. to 
mankind, and attended with furprifing miracles, 
yet it had no better fuccefs than that of Mo/es. 
Mahomet adds, that Chriftians had corrupted 
the Law of e/us-by falfe interpretations ; that 
God had fent him as the laft Prophet, and 
greater than Mofes and Fefus, to purify. Reli- 
gion from thofe falfities which men had introdu- 
ced into it by the name of traditions and myfte- 
ties, and to bring them all into one belief. 





Mr. Gugnier publifhed fome years ago a cu- 
rious Life of Mahomet, written by Abulfeda, 
and printed at Oxford. I gave a full account 
of it'in' the Memoires Literaires de la G. B. 
* Tome xiv. pag. 433. Abbé de Vertot fays, that 
Mahomet did not pretend to work any miracles ; 
but Alulfeda afcribes fome miracles to him.

Fyinzs Commentary upon a Treatife of the 

Feaft of Tabernacles in the Talmud of 
Babylon, is full of Talmudical and Rabbinical 
Learning : there are alfo in it many paflages 
out of Greek and Latin Authors. And yet I 
muft be contented to extract out of it the fol- 
lowing obfervation. 


Chrift fays in St. Matthew’s Gofpel, x. 41. 
He that receiyeth a prophet in the name of a 
prophet, foall receive a prophets reward. Thefe 
words to receive a prophet in the name of a pro- 
phet are obfcure, fays Mr. Dachs, and may be 
explained by this expreffion very common in 
the Talmud, Zo do-a thing in its name. Thus 
in this part of the Talmud it is faid : $i nomine 
fefi fuiffet ereitum (Tabernaculum) : that is, if 
any one made a Tabernacle with no other in- 
tention, but for the ufe of the Feaft of Ta- 
bernacles. The fenfe of Chrift’s words is there- 
fore this : He who receives a prophet with no 
other intention, but becaufe he believes that he 
is a true prophet, a man whom God has fent 
to perform that office, fhall receive the reward 
- Of a prophet. Thus, in the next verfe our Sa- 
viour fays : And whofoever fhall give to drink 
unto one of thefe little ones, a cup of cold water 
only, in the name of a difciple, verily I fay unto 
yt, be foall in wa wife lofe bis reward: that 
iSg 
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is, if he doés it with no other intentions b 
help a true difciple of Chrift, he thall. I ge 
without a reward.

_ I was pleafed to find in the Memoirs of Li- 
terature, (June.1726. Art. XI. }\:a- conjecture 
of the Reverend Mr. Cary upom this place~in 
Homer, which feems at firft to‘carry fome dif- 
ficulty along with.it, and has given fome: pains 
to the Commentators to make out. ‘That Gen- 
tleman receding from the common: and: antient 
expofition, (and taking foro. by a Synale- 
pha, and devwev to fignify to drain and-exhauft) 
expounds the paflage thus: and J am refolved 
affronted as I am, Til not exhauft my income 
and my wealth bere for you. ‘Though this con- 
jeCture feems to be very ingenious, yet I, muft 
own I cannot agree with him in it : for as the 
love of wealth and riches was not. certainly the 
vice of Achilles, and as his thoughts at that 
time were takeh up with a more noble and ge- 
nerous paffion, and fixed upon a more indearing 
object, the beautiful Bré/eis, whom he was go- 
ing to lofe ; Icannot but think that thefe words, 
o'arev@- x wartny agvteav, ought to be applied to 
Agamemnon : And this has led me into a farther 
examination of this paflage ; in which I will fet 
down'the opinions of feveral learned Commen- 
tators, and then my own. 
__ But before Tenter upon this Subject, I thall 
obferve, that Mr. Cary, to expofe and ridicule 
the 
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the common and antient expofition of thefe 
words, puts two pronouns, Ze, Ye, where there 
fhould certainly be but one. 


But to come to the paffage itfelf, and to the 
merits of the caufe. Firft, Enuftatbius, to re- 
move the feeming difficulty, fays there is an

way for his conjecture, laughs at very much, 
and calls it the almighty power of Antiptofis, and 
the beight of Comedy. But, with that Gentle- 
man’s leave, this figure is to be met with in 
the Writings of the Antients, who were often 
fo intent upon the matter, that they were not 
fo exact and fcrupulous in the Syntax. I might 
here produce fome inftances of it ; but fhalt 
confine myfelf to one remarkable place in Ho- 


mer. *Tis in the fecond Book, at the 350th 
verfe.

Where ’Asesafov, and galyor, are certainly put 
for dsegmovra, and gaiveyre. 

This Mr. Barnes calls a remarkable change of 
Syntax ; and quotes Eufatbius, who fays, the 
Poet feems here to folecife, and not to have 
obferved the Syntax, which requires dsegafov7e, 
and gaivorm. I had once a thought of reading 
asegmev] and gatvey]’, with an Elifion of the « ; 
buc the next verfe, that begins with a Confo- 

nant, 
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nant, will by no means admit: of this reading ; 
{o I rather believe the Poet wrote more anti- 
guo, and, as I have faid before, had fo great an 
attention to his matter, that he neglected the 
tile and exaétnefs of the Syntax. So that I 
hope, for once at leaft, Mr. Cary will admit of 
the almighty power of an Antiptofis. 

Mr. Barnes, upon his Note on this Jaft place, 
refers us to a parallel inftance of this Syntax, in 
the fixth Book, verfe sro. where the Poet, in 
his beautiful defcription of the Horfe, faith, 
bd’ dyaaings mroSas 5 and then adds, Piuea ¢ 78ve 
pice werd + Sse, Xe. Tie uticungie corporis ui- 
tore fretus, facile ipfum genua ferunt ad loca con- 
fueta : where you fee a remarkable change’ in 
the Syntax. But, if I may take the liberty to 
hazard a conjeCture, I believe a very {mall al- 
teration would mend the matter ; and that ine 
ftead of é, ipfum, the reading 7 or 4% (which 
expletives occur almoft in every verfe of Ho- 
mer) would take off the irregularity of the 
Syntax, and likewife remove another difficulty 
in the verfe, I mean the meeting of two Vow- 
els without an elifion, which feems to make a 
biatus, and founds fomewhat harfh and uncouth 
to the ear ; And then the paflage will run thus: 
é SY dyAaings wewosSus, Pinoa7e vivre eter. Ile an- 
tem corporis nitore fretus, genua facile aut cele- 
viter fert ad loca, &c. But as this is only con- 
jeCtural, and not fupported by the authority of 
any MSS. that I know of, I fhall not lay a greater 
ftrefs upon it than it will bear. But to return 
to the paflage in queftion. 


Madam Dacier thinks that the words ¢@m@- 
Yr are to be referred to Agamemnon : As if 
: Achilles 
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Achilles had faid : Whilft you remain here with- 
out honour, after my departure, I believe you 
will not heap up that Wealth and Treafure you 
defigned. . But. {till the difficulty remains of o 
édy ; which js a plain Soleci{m, and cannot be 
faved and accounted for, but’ by the Antiptofis of 
Enftathius. | | 


Mr. Le Clere, who (like that learned Lady ) 
believes that thefe fame words are to be referred 
to. Agamemnon, makes an alteration in the Text, 
and reads. évSud\ dnuov ¢ovre 3 which, I muft 
own, is a very ingenious conjeCture, would. fet 
the Text in a clear light, and would be a very 
juft Amendment, if the place wanted any ; I fay 
if it wanted any, which I think it does not, pro- 
vided we conftrue it thus : Neque ego qui fum 
bic inbonoratus, te puto fine me divitias & opes 
haufturum, vel-affecuturum. And that which 
makes me the more believe that o’afev@ x masz 
devter relate to the greedinefs and covetoufnefs 
of Agamemnon, is, that but fix ‘verfes. before, 
Achilles makes him this very reproach, and tells 
him that- when the divifion of the prey was 
made, he always took care to have the beft 
prize, and the greateft fhare of it himfelf:

Taking then the fenfe to run thus: Since I 
have been here fo abufed and difhonoured by 
you, I believe you will not (without me) heap 
up that Wealth and Treafure you propos’d : I 
think the fenfe will appear clear and plain, 
without the help of Eufathius’s Antiptofis, or 

I Mr. 
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Mr. Cary’s Synalepha. I have not examined e- 
very place where the word dgva occurs in 
Homer ; but my Lexicons all tranflate it by 
baurio; which by a figure may as well fignify to 
heap up riches, as to waffe and throw ’em away. 
Scapula particularly gives it this metaphorical 
fenfe, and quotes this very verfe in Homer to 
prove it; As to the verb é#, which in my Di- 
ctionaries is reridred puto, exiftimo, arbitror, [u- 
fpicor, conjicio, fpero ; 1 believe it will hardly 
beat that-ftrefs that Mr. Cary lays upon it, I am 
refolved, &e. ; 


Before I leave this place of Homer, I thall 
make one Obfervation more, and that upon the 
Latin Verfion of the word énu@-, which is ufu- 
ally rendred inbonoratus, and which I conceive 
may be capable of a better fenfe, and more fuit- 
able to the perfon that {peaks it. Now ’tis cers 
tain that mui, which in its ptimitive fignifica« 
tion implies Jonour, does alfo frequently fighify 
a prize, recompenfe, or reward. Thus Dr. Ham- 
mond renders the daa nui, 1 Tim. v. 17. to re= 
ceive for their reward twice as much as the 
others. Thus Ariftotle,; among the parts of mus 
reckofis Aves wi map idsors 7a, and. has alfo 
Asesy russ caueiov. The fame learned Man ob- 
ferves, that the Hebrew word which fignifies 
bonour, fignifies alfo reward ; which he proves 
from Numbers xxii. 37. Am I not able to honour 
say which St. Ferom renders by Mercedem 

are.

f N: the fourth Volume of this Journal, Art. 
LX. I have given an account of Mr. 
Rafuege’s Life, extra€ted out. of the Preface 
4 “7 2 w= oat ‘ : ‘ . »pre- 
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refixed to the fecond Volume of his Aimals of 
the United Provinces: 1 could not then, for 
want of room, take notice of his Wotks. An 
account of.them, fo proper to be inferted in 
a Journal of Literature, and without which the 
‘Hiftory of that learned Divine would be very 
imperfect, will (I hope) difpléafe none of niy 
Readers. 


- Tue- Clergy of. France affembled at Paris in 
1682, by the King’s authority, being fully re- 
folved to bring the Proteftants of that King- 
dom into the Pale of the Church’ of Rome, 
compofed two Writings for that purpofe. The 
firft was a Pafforal Advertifement, which was 
notified to all the Confiftories by the Intendants 
of the feveral Provinces, attended by a Clergy 
man,’ who {poke in the name of his Bifhop ; 
and the other was a Memorial containing the 
different methods that may be employed very ufeful- 
ly for the converfion of thofe who profes the pre- 
tended Reformed Religion. Mr. Claude, Mr. Pa- 
jon and Mr. ‘Furies anfwered the Advertifement, 
and Mr. Bafndge the Memorial. 'This was his 
firft: Work. -He publifhed it in 1684, being 
{itt im: France. .°Tis 2 Book in 12°, intitled, 
An Examination of the Methods. propofed by. the 
pope of the Clergy of France im the year 


When Mr. Bafnage came into Holland, he. 
remembred thofe families of his Flock, which 
had been’ forced to: make an abjuration, and) ad- 
drefled to’ them in r686 an Exhortation to re- 
pair their fault. He chiefly applies himfelf to 
prove, that the Church of Rome: has many 
fundamental errors ; and that the Proteftants

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ought not to live in that Church, in hopes that 
fhe will reform herfelf. Here follows the title 
of that Exhortation : Qonfiderations upon the fate 
of thofe who are fallen, or Letters to the Church 
iy: of * * * (Rouen) about ber fal. in 12°. 

ie Soon after, Mr. Bafnage anfwered a Paforal 
Letter of the Bifhop of Meaux to the new Ca- 
tholics of his Diocefe, in which that Bifhop ex- 
horts them to perform their Eafter-devotions. 
Ii Among other things, Mr. Bafnage fhows by 
the Fathers, the Councils and the teftimony of 
‘bl many Catholic Doétors, that no one ought to 
iy be admitted to the Communion, that is fufpect- 
Hat ed of not being well difpofed for it. An An- 
int fwer to the Bifbop of Meaux, about bis Paftorat 








Letter. 1686. in 12°. 'Thofe three firft Books 
‘h came out without the Author’s name. 

| In 1687, Mr. Bafuage publifhed the famous 
| Letter of St. Chryfoftom to Ce/farius, and ad- 
ded to it three Differtations ; one upon the 
Herefy of the Apolinarifts ; the fecond upon fe- 
veral Works falfly afcribed to St. Atbanafius ; and 
the third againft Father Simon. Among thofe 
Works which he affirms not to have been writ- 
ten by St. Athanafius, he reckons the Life of 
St. Antony, full of apparitions of Souls and De- 
vils, in all fhapes, which were feen by that fa- 
mous Hermit. 

Mr. Ba/nage, in 1694, gave a new Edition 
of St. Chryfoftom’s Letter to Ce/arius, and ad- 
ded to it a Reply to Father Hardouin, who had 
criticized his Hiftory of the Apollinarifs. 

_ In 1688, he publifhed a devotional Book, in- 
titled, La Communion Sainte (Ibe Holy Commu- 
ution) in 8vo, ‘There are ten Editions of that 
Work. ’Tis obfervable that this Treatife, writ- 
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ten only for the Reformed, has been reprinted 
at Rouen and Bruffe/s tor the ufe of the Ro- 
man-Catholics, who are very much edified with 
it. | 
Bifhop Boffuet having publifhed in 1688 his 
Hiftory of the Variations of the Proteftant Churches, 
upon which he beftowed almoft thirty years ; 
Mr. Bafnage undertook to clear the Retorma- 
tion from the imputations of that Prelate ; and 
therefore he put out in 1690 the Héffory of the 
Religion of the Reformed Churches, in two Vo- 
lumes in 8vo. He begins with the juftification 
of the Albigenfes and Vaudois, whom the Bie 
fhop reprefents as Manicheans. He fhows that 
they were perfecuted only becaufe they denied 
that the Bread of the Eucharift was converted. 
into the Body of Chrift ; which their enemies . 
called a Manichean berefy ; and that if they ap- 
peared to be convicted of rejecting Baptifm, 
Marriage, &c *tis becaufe the confeffion.of thofe 
errors was extorted from them by the violence 
of torments, to make them more odious. He 
goes on with the Hiftory of the Reformation 
and its doctrines, to the time of the late Revoe 
lution in England ; and then proceeding to the 
Hiftory of the public Worfhip of the Church 
of Rome, he relates a great many facts to prove 
that fhe has varied about the Authority and In- 
fallibility of the Popes, the doétrine of Jufti- 
fication and Grace, and the Sacraments. This 
Work was reprinted in 1721. in five Volumes 
in 8vo, enlarged above one half, and again in 
1725. in two Volumes in 4to. The Author, in 
this laft Edition publifhed after his death, goes 
back to the firft Century of Chriftianity ; where- 
as in the former Editions, he began to fhow. the

Bafnage, in 1698, addrefled fourteen Paforal 
Letters to the Proteftants in France, wherein 
he exhorts them to perfeverance, and fhows 
among other things, that it is impoffible to re~ 
concile Franfubftantiation with the Canon of the 
Mafs, . 4. : 

In 1699, he publifhed his large Hifory of thé 
Church, in two Volumes in folio. One of the 
moft curious parts of this Work, is that, in 
which he fhows that a great many imaginary 
Saints have been raifed upon Altars, and that 






perfecutions have been invented on purpofé to 


multiply the number of Martyrs. Bat 
In 1701, Mr. Bafnage publifhed another 
Work, intitled, Zraitd dos Prejugez fause & le- 
gitimes, in three Volumes in 8v9. It was an 
anfwer to the Paforal. Letters of the Archbi- 


fhops of Paris and Rouen, and the Bifhops of 


Meaux and Montauban, who pretended that with- 


out entering upon any difpute, it was evident 
that the Church of Rome was the true Church, 


Mr. Bafnage, unfolding that fophifm, made ufe 
only of Reafon and good fenfe. 3

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In 1704, he publifhed a Differtation, » foosing 
bow the Canon of the holy Scripture was forme 
Jt was an Apology for what he had faid upon 
this Subject in his Hzfory of the Church ; and an 
Anfwer to Mr. Richardjon’s Preface of his Book 
intitled, 4 Defenfe of the Canon of the New Te- 
ftament againft the objections of Mr. Toland. 
That Piece was allo inferted in the fame Jour- 
ia 

He put out in the fame year his Hifory of the 
‘Old and New Teftament, in folio, as an explica« 
tion of the Cuts which a Dutch Bookfeller 
caufed to be engraved by Roman Lé Hooge. 
In a new Edition, Mr. Ba/izge added to it the 
‘Annals of the Church and the World, to the death 
‘of the Apofttes, anda Sacred Geography: in an al- 
phabetical. order. .There are nine Editions of 
that Work. ee 

His Hifory of the Fews, in five Volumes in 
‘32°, which-came out ‘In 1707, was reprinted at 
Paris in 1710. curtailed and altered by Dr. Da- 
pin, who befides left out the Author’s name. 
Mr. Bafnage publifhed in 1711 a Book intitled, . 
The Hiftory of the Fews claimed and reftored by 
its true Author ; -* in that Book he-cleared f{e- 
veral faéts, and made fome additions to that 
Hiftory, of which he gave a new Edition in 
17716, in fifteen Volumes in 12°, 


- During the late War i in Flanders, many Ro- 
-man-Catholics of that Country, defcended from 
thofe Martyrs who were put to death by the 
‘Duke of Alva, having embraced the Reforma- 
tion ; Mr. Bafnage publifhed in 2708 a Book 
for their inftruction, with this title, Extretiens 
fer la Religion, in 8vo. ‘Moft of the Copies 
“were diftributed gratis in the Low Countries,

In 1409, he inferted in his Brother’s Journal 
a Differtation upon the antiquity of the Coins and 
Medals of the fews, and about the preference of 
the Samaritan characters to the Hebrew. 

In the fame year, he undertook a new Edi- 
tion of Canifius’s Leétiones Antique, in feven 
Volumes in fojio, That Edition came out in 
1725. I have given a general notion of it in the 
firft Volume of this Journal, Art. LIII. 

In 1713, Lhe Complaints of the French Prote- 
fiants, by the celebrated Mr. Claude, being re- 
printed ; Mr. Bafnage prefixed to that Book a 
vcry large Preface. 

In the fame year, he put out the fewi/h Au- 
tiguities, in two Volumes in 8vg. That Work 
is a Supplement to Cux@us’s Republic of the He- 
brews. 

He publifhed in 1714 his Impartial Reflextons 
upon the Conftitution of Pope Clement XI. in 8vo. 
That Work was followed by three others vpan 
the fame fubject. ) 
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The late Duke of Orleans, Regent of France, 
being afraid that the New Converts in Dau- 
phine, Poitou and Languedoc woyld rife up in 
arms at the follicitation of the Emiffaries of 
Cardinal Alberont, who endeavoured to engage 
them in the Party of Spain, employed in 1719 
Count de Morville, at that time Ambaflador of 
France at the Hague, to. defire Mr. Bafnage to 
write to them, and exhort them to continue in 
their obedience to the King. He did fo, and 
addrefled to them a Pafforal Iuftruétion, which 
was reprinted at Paris, and diftributed in the 
fufpe€ted Provinces. It had the defired effect. 
But becaufe in the fame Letter, he went about 
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to prove the truth of the Reformed Religion, 
and to confirm the new Converts in it, M. De 
Caielan, Bifhop and Count of Valence, thought 
himfelf obliged to publifh an anfwer to it, which 
Mr. Bafnage confuted in a fecond Paftoral Ine 
ftruétion, which was followed by two others. 
That difpute occafioned a friendly correfpon- 
dence between thofe two Adverfaries, who fent 
their Works one to another, with very obli- 
ging Letters. Such 4 civil commerce between 
Controverfifts, if it was very common, would 
doubtlefs prove advantageous to truth. 


In 1719, the firft Volume of Mr. Bafnage’s 
Annals of the United Provinces came out. Their 
Noble Mightineffes the Councellors Deputies of 


Holland and Weft-Frifeland put him upon that 


Work. He would not undertake it, but upon 
condition that he fhould be furnifhed with au- . 
thentic Pieces, that he fhould have a free accefs — 
to the Archives of the State, and be allowed to 
{peak the truth freely, even when it was not ad- 
yantageous to the Republic. 

The. next year, he publifhed an Hiforicat 
ee upon Duels, and the Orders of Knight- 
00d. : 

Mr. Bafnage undertook a Hiffory of Herefies. 
He began and continued it to the end of the 
eleventh Century. That Hiftory would have 
been the more valuable, becaufe he writ it 
without partiality, and difcovered the princi- 
ples of errors, without entering into the mo- 
tives of erroneous men, to whom Ecclefiaftical 
Writers generally afcribe bad ones, in order to 
make them odious. But he gave over that Work, 
to apply himfelf entirely to the Annals of the 
Ynited Provinces, 

He 
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He furnifhed Mr. de Beauval, his Brother, 
with many Extracts of Books for his Journal, 
intitled Hiftoire des Ouvrages des Scavans. A 
Lift of thofe Extraéts has been inferted in his 
Life. . 

_ Mr. Bafnage has left feveral Manufcripts be- 
hind him. 


His Hiftorical Defcription of the Government 
of the United Provinces, has been criticized. It 
has been faid, that a Foreigner fhould not have 
undertaken to unfold a Government, which is 
thoroughly underftood but by few, even of thofe 
who are at the Helm of it. But the Author of 
his Life fays that he went upon good Memoirs, 
communicated to him by an eminent Magi- 
ftrate of the City of Gouda, who does not de- 
fire to be named, and who beftowed above 
twenty ‘years upon that Subject. Befides, Mr. 
Bafnage had great helps from the ableft Mi- 
nifters of the State, who furnifhed him with fe- 
veral Articles at length. However, it muft 
be confeft that fome faults have efcaped him, 
which he has acknowledged and corrected, as 
it will appear by a pofthumous Work of his, 
which is to be printed. The Author adds, that 
the late Penfionary Heinfius, who certainly un- 
derftood the Government’ of the United Pro- 
vinees, affured him that this Work of Mr. Baf- 
nage, though faulty in fome places, was never- 
thelefs the beft thing that we have had aggre 
fo upon that matter. ; SI; 


Among thofe who have writ againft Mr. Baf- 
nage, the Author names Bifhop Boffuet, Father 
Ruiuavt, Father Hardouin, Father Liron, and 
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Mr. De La Groze, Keeper of the King: of Prnf- 


fia’s Library. 


- The following Particular is not mentioned 
by the Author: I fhall infert it here, though it 
be a thing of little moment, in hopes that it 
will not be unacceptable to thofe who know no- 
thing of it. °Tis one of thofe faults’ which 
Mr..De La Groze charged upon Mr. Bafnage, 
There is an Ecclefiaftical Writer-of the Vith 


‘Century, commonly called foaunes Climacus, 


becaufe he writ a Greek Book intitled Kaiueé, 
Scala Pavadifi.; the Ladder te Heaven : fo that 
Faaunes Climacus is the fame, as if one fhould 
fay ‘Foaunes Scalarius. Mr. De La Croze having 
found that Writer quoted by Mr. Bafnage ean 
de Climaque, Cfobn of Ciimacus) inftead of Fean 
Climaque (foannes Climacus), upbraided him 
with a-grofs and comi¢al miftake, among other 
errors, as having taken C/imacus for a Town. 
Mr. Bafnage anfwered that it was a fault ef im- 
preffion. I don’t queftion the fincerity of that 
learned Author. *Tis certain, that fuch a fault 
may be committed through inadvertence. I 
fhall only obferve, that when a Writer com- 
mits an error of this nature, though he be ne- 
ver fo honeft, *tis very natural for him to lay it 
upon the Printer. .How-many grofs miftakes 
have been laid by learned Men upon the. poor 
Compofitors ! Happy are thofe, who can come 
off that way.. It was not the cafe of Dr. Thiers, 


a French Curate, and a perfon of no {mall Learn- © 
ing. One of the moft diverting miftakes ofthiskind ° 


that ever I read, is that of this honeft Clergy- 
man, which has. been mentioned in the former 
Memoirs of Literature. See Thiers, in the Ji- 
dex. That word has been tranfpofed in the

If it is objected, that we never meet with 
Nepos as the proper name of a diffolute Rake 
debofhee ; I allow it, this paflage being except- 
ed : for, I infift upon it, that the context re- 
quires it fhould be a proper name here.

I love the Remonftrants, becaufe they always 
exprefled a great elteem for the Church of Eng- 
land, and a great abhorrence for all manner of 
perfecution. The Church of England never 
had a more learned and hearty friend than G7o- 
tius, who was a Remonftrant and a great Suffer- 
er upon that account. *Tis pity the Remon- 
ftrants have no Bifhops. 


I had almoft forgot a Particular mentioned by 
Mr. Cattenburghb, and not unworthy of being 
communicated to my Readers. He fays, that 
the Writings which the Remonftrants prefented 
to the Synod of Dort, are highly efteemed in 
foreign Countries, and bought at a great price 
in the Lutheran Univerfities of Germany.

’ 1s to the learned Mr. Maittaire, as I 

have already faid in another place, that 
the Public is indebted for the publication of this 
Commentary upon the three firft Books of Are- 
t@us, an antient and very able Phyfician. That 
Work has been found among the Papers of the 
late Mr. Grevius, and could not come out at a 
more proper time, fince we have had within 
thefe three years an excellent Edition of Are- 
teus printed at Oxford by the learned Mr. Y/7- 
gan of Chrift’s College. Mr. Maittaire, not 
contented to give us this Performance of Peter 
Petit, has added to it a fhort account of his 
Life, which will be the more acceptable, be- 
caufe that Author is not very well known. 


Peter Petit was born at Paris in the year 
1616. The four Books of his Mi/celanee Ob- 


fervationes, printed in 1682, fhow that he was 


well verfed in Greek and Latin Authors. He 
writ elegantly in Latin, and better than in his 
mother tongue. (The fame might be faid of 
many 
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many other Writers of the two laft Centuries.) 
Dr. Petit did alfo diftinguifh himfelf by his skill 
in Latin Poetry ; as it appears from his Poefies 
publifhed in 1683. He prefixed to them a Dif- 
fertation upon Poetical Enthufiafm. He com- 
pofed a Book de Lachrymis, in which (to fay 
fo by the by) he ingenioufly calls Seneca the 
true Mafter of Sentences, as it has been obfer- 
ved in the Menagiana. (Tis an allufion to Pe- 
ter Lombard, commonly called Magifter Senten- 
tiarum.) He read all the Works of Plato and 
Aviftotie, with their Interpreters. °Tis faid that 
he writ many notes and emendations upon the 
Works of P/ato and Plutarch, and that he com- 
pofed a Lexicon of the philofophical words of 
Ariftotle. Mr. Maittaire has thought fit to obferve 
from the Menagiana, that Dr. Petit got a wife, 
being of opinion that marriage was not unbe- 
coming a Philofopher. 

Dr. Petit mentions in his Commentary upon 
Areteus two Books of his own writing, one of 
phyfical Problems, and another concerning the 
{pontaneous motion of Animals. The latter was 
printed at Paris in 1660, in 8ve. ‘Though he 
practiced Phyfic, yet he continued to ftudy phi- 
lological Learning. He died in December 1687. 
at 71. years of age. 


I fhall fay nothing of his conje€tures about 
the time when Areteus lived. He very much 
commends that Phyfician for his Learning and 
the beauty of his ftyle, and cenfures Amatus 
Lufitauus, who called him a dry writer : Ama- 
tum Lufitanum Clays he) cum {ua inepta cenfurd, 
longé explodo €8 faceffere jubeo, qué centur. §. ct= 
‘at. med. curatione 6. Areta@i ficcam nec adeo {uce 
C2 culene 
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culentam doffrinam effe dicit. Dr. Petit does not 
{cruple to fay, that Areteus has fo well treated 
of the diagnoftic and prognoftic figns of difeafes, 
that he furpaffed in that refpect all the other 
Phyficians. It appears from thence how much 
the learned World is obliged to Mr. Wigan, for 
publifhing a very exact and beautiful Edition of 
Areteus’s Book. Thefe words inthe Scaligerana are 
here quoted by the Commentator : Areteus medicus 
Grecus excellentiffimus, lonicus auctor, qui exatie 
fingulos morbos defcribit, ideoque ad Hippocratem 
gutelligendum in primis neceffarius.  <Areteus is 
admirable in his defcription of difeafes : for an 
inftance of it, Dr. Petit refers us to the de- 
{cription of the Elepbantiafis, and to that of 
the Elephant upon occafion of that difeafe. He 
does not believe that a picture of that Animal, 
drawn by Apelies himfelf, would have been fo 
beautiful and natural as Areteus’s defcription. 

Dr. Petit has endeavoured to mend the Text 
of Areteus with the help of three Manufcripts ; 
but he has corrected more faults by conjecture. 
He has cleared the obfcure expreffions,. confirm- 
ed fuch things as were doubtful, and taken no- 
tice of beautiful paffages, and of thofe that con- 
tain an uncornmmon erudition. Here follows a 
Specimen of this Commentary. 


Pag. 8. <Areteus obferves that many Epilep- 
tics, at the beginning of the fit, are’ frighted 
with an imaginary fight of wild beafts. This, 
fays Dr. Petit, happens chiefly to thofe, whofe 
ficknefs is occafioned by a melancholic humour ; 
for, “tis the property of that black and cold hu- 
mour to reprefent dreadful obje&ts to the ima- 
gination. Cardan (Lib. 18. de Subtilitate) relates

~ that Andrew Ofiander, a German Divine, being 
fick of a quartan ague in his youth, fancied him- 
{elf to be in a Wood, when the fit came upon 
him, and that he was affaulted by feveral wild 
beafts and ferpents. | 

Ibid. Upon thefe words of Areteus, ii cusits 
¢avlacin, the Commentator fays that the word 
aia fignifies here wmbra, in the fame fenfe as it ~ 
is ufed fometimes by the Latin Writers, efpe- 
cially the Poets, that is, for a Ghoft. Virg. 
An, II. 


Infelix fimulacrum atque ipfius umbra Creife. 


For, it appears from Homer and other Greek 
Poets, that the word iz has fometimes that 
fignification. It was the opinion of the Vul- 
gar in antient times, that the falling ficknefs 
proceeded from the Gods, and that they appear- 
ed to Epileptics at the beginning of the fit, 
which was the reafon why the patients fell down 
out of fear. This we learn from Hippocrates in 
his Book de iorbo facro: for, after having faid 
that the patient, when he perceives the fit to 
come upon him, fhuns the fight of men, and 
hides himfelf, he adds: this he does being afba- 
med of bis fickne[s, uot (as the Vulgar fancies ) 
out of fear of a Demon, Areteus affirms the fame, 
in the firft Book of chronical difeafes. 'There is 
no doubt (continues the Author) that the Epi- 
leptics themfelves occafioned that opinion, ei- 
ther becaufe when the fit came, they complain- 
ed of the fight of Spectres, or becaufe, when 
it was over, they related what they had feen. €c. 





If Areteus was tranflated into Englifh, he 
would be read with great pleafure by thofe whe 
C 3 are 
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are not mafters of the Greek tongue ; and that 
tranflation would not hinder thofe who under- 
ftand Greek very well, from reading that Au- 
thor in the Original. Mr. Maittaire has taken 
no {mall pains in drawing up a good Index for 
this Commentary. Had I by me the new Edition 
of Areteus, I fhould be tempted upon this occa- 
fion to give a Specimen of the noble defcripti- 
ons of difeafes, to be found in that Phyfi-

A DIssERTATION addreffed to Father Sa- | 
nadon, in which the Tranflation and Re- 
marks of Mr. Dacier upon a paffage in 


Horace are examined, and what concerns 
the Tetrachord of the Greeks is occafi- 
onally explained, 


ode RE is no need of tranflating this Piece, 
which has been inferted in the Memoirs 
of Zrevoux for January 1427, and which con- 
tains above forty pages. in 72°. An Extra& of 
it .will be fufficient : I fhall leave out nothing 
that appears to me to be material. 


Father Sanadon, from whom we expect 2 
new French Tranflation of Horace, attended 
with Remarks, as the Readers have feen in the 


third 
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third Volume of this Journal, pag. 77, having 
confulted the Author of this Differtation about 
q paflage in that Poet, and intimated to him 
that he fancied it had a relation to the Mufic 
of the Antients, and could not be well under- 
ftood without fome knowledge of it; the Au- 
thor tells him in his anfwer that the thing is 


| undeniable, and that he will be ftill more con- 


vinced of it, when he has feen how ftrangely 
Mr. Dacier has miftaken the paffage in que- 
ftion. 

Horace begins the third Satyr of the I. Book 
with a lively defcription of the oddnefs of Z7- 
gellius, a Mufician no lefs famous at the Court 
of Auguftus for his caprices and fancies, than for 
his graceful Singing and the melody of his 
Voice ; and who being always ready to fing 
when no body defired him, was never willing 
to do it when defired. Whereupon the Poet 
exprefles himfelf thus, v. 6. 


$2 collibuiffet, ab ovo 
Ujque ad mala citaret, Io Bacche, modo fumma 
Voce, modo hac refonat que chordis quatuor ima. 


Thefe words are thus tranflated by Mr. Da- 
cier : ** And if the fancy took him, from the 
*° beginning of a meal to the end of it, he 
“* would only repeat: O Bacchus ! fometimes 
“* finging the Treble, fometimes finging the 
“° Bafe, upon his Zetrachord ”. 

In French thus: Et fi la fantaifie P en avoit 
pris, depuis le commencement du repas jufqw a la 
fin, il w auroit fait que dive: 6 Bacchus ! tantot 
en chautant le Deffus, tautot en chantant la Baffe, 
& en accompaguant de fon Tetrachorde. 
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The Author fays, that he will not infift upon 
what is amifs in this tranflation, either as to the 
words, or the turn, nor upon the flatnefs of 
this expreflion : i/ » auroit fait que dire. He 
will only take notice of the wrong fenfe put 
upon the words of Horace. The main fault of 
Mr. Dacier, fays he, from which all the others 
proceed, confifts in not perceiving the neceflary 
relation which fama and ima have to the chor- 
dis quatuor in this paflage of Horace. ‘That re- 
Jation is properly the key of the paffage. If it 
be thus confidered, nothing can be more ealy 
than to underftand it : whereas by feparating 
fwnima and ima trom chordis quatuor, Mr. Dacier 
could not but miftake the fenfe of his Au- 
thor. 

He was fenfible of the difficulty of this paf- 
faze ; and therefore he fays in his Remarks, 
that Le is uot fatisficd with what has been faid by 
the Conitentators in this place : he adds that he 
thinks, it ought to be underftood thus: ** Mode 
‘* bac voce que ima refonat chordis quatuor. And 
“* fometimes with the Bafe, which makes the 
** Counter-part with the Zetrachord”. 

He lays afide /ummia voce, as having no con- 
nection with the Zetrachord. °Tis true, he joins 
ima with the Yetrachord, but not as Horace 
does, who joins that word with it, as the found 
of a {tring which makes part of the Zetrachord : 
whereas Mr. Dacter joins it only as a voice, 
which has no relation to the Zetrachord, but 
as it makes the Bafe againft the Zetrachord : 
which is far from Horace’s meaning, who by 
nia underftands the found of one of the four 
{trings of the Yetrachord, and by fumma voce 
the found of another of thofe ftrings ; fo that 
fumma and ima equally relate to the Zetrachord. 

Mr. 
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Mr. Dacier did not apprehend this: he only 
perceived in fumma and ima two tones of the 
B voice the moft oppofite, the grave, and the a- 
cute ; and far from fufpecting that thofe two 
founds made a part of the four ftrings mention- 
ed by Horace, left thofe four ftrings fhould be 
ufelefs, he made a real Inftrument of them. To 
fhow the falfity of Mr. Daczer’s explication, the 
Author proceeds to explain the paflage in que- 


ftion. 
Among the oddneffes of Zigelius, Horace 


© reprefents him as running all of a fudden from 


a certain found to another quite oppofite. And 
to make the thing plainer, he determines and 
fpecifies thofe two founds by their relation to 
two founds well known in Mufic. Thefe two 
founds were exactly thole that were formed by 
the two ftrings, which among the four menti- 
oned by him, (chordis quatuor) were the moft 
oppofite in the Yetrachord. Every body knew 
§ that one of thofe ftrings was called /amma, and 
| the other gma. ‘They were fo called and diftin- 
guifhed, not with refpeét to the grave found of 
the one, or the acute found of the other ; 
(which ought to be minded, as it will appear 
hereafter) but only with refpect to the higher 
or lower place in which they ftood in the Tetra- 
chord. Horace meant therefore that Tige//ius, 
when he was finging, took almoft in the fame 
moment fometimes the tone of the upper ftring 
of the Zetracherd, and fometimes the tone of 
the lower ftring of that Inftrument. Here fol- 
lows the conftruétion of his words : Mods fim- 
ma voce, id eft, illa que fumma ex chordis qua- 
tuor wefonat ; modo ima, id eft, bac que ima ex 
eifdem chordis refonat.

Afterwards the Author goes about to prove 
that one of the four ftrings of the Zetrachord 
was called fumma, and the other zma. ‘To that 
end, he examines the Zetrachord of the Greeks, 
which the Romans borrowed from them. Pdi- 
Joxenus, the firft of the feven Writers of Mufic, 
publifhed by Metbomius in his Edition of 1652, 
and who lived about 350 years before Chrift, 
obferves in the firft place, that out of the four 
ftrings of the Zetrachord, the two oppofite ones, 
within which the two others ftood, were fixed 
and unmoveable, gSvyor dxivuror, fond immobi- 
Jes : which fignifies, as he himfelf explains it, 
that they never changed their found in any kind 
of Mufic whatfoever. Others call it ageuev, qui- 
efcere. 

As for the two ftrings that were in the mid- 
dle, they varied, fays Ariffoxenus ; that is, they 
changed their found according to the feveral 
kinds of Mufic, «vv, moveutur ; and therefore 
they were called 9Svyyor xvn7oi, or uvsedvor, font 
mobiles. 'That variation confifted only in their 
being more or lefs bent, more or lefs diftant one 
from another, or from the two oppofite ftrings 
between which they always ftood. 

Tis certain ( purfues the Author) that the 
Tetrachord, in its original fimplicity, confifted 
of four ftrings in the following order, Nete, 
Parauete, Parypate, Hypate ; that the two op- 
pofite ones, Hypate and Nete, which the Greeks 
called fixed and unmoveable, were always at 
both ends of the Lyre, even when the ftrings 
were multiplied ; and that they are, in.a man- 
ner, the ground of the whole Mufic of the 
Grecks. 

What remains therefore is to know, which 
of thofe two oppofite ftrings was looked upon 
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as the upper one in the Zetrachord, and which 
was looked upon as the lower one. ‘There can 
be no difficulty about it, fince their names de- 
note their places, and one was called Hypate, 
and the other Nete, only by reafon of their op- 
pofite rank in the Zetrachord. For, what does 
the word vaam fignify ? ( Xxeed¥ is underftood.) 
It fignifies fumma, fuprema, the upper ftring. *Tis 
therefore certain that the ftring called Hypate 
in Greek, was the uppermoft in the Zetrachord, 
and that the other was called Nete, (vim for 
yedm ) becaufe it ftood at the lower end, as it 
has been obferved by Henry Stephens, who fays 
under the word Niz, that this ftring is fo cal- 
led, as being the lowermoft, altimam feu imam, 
and that Hypate had that name from being the 
uppermoft in the Letrachord. | 

But fince Hypate fignifies in Latin fumma, 
and Nete fignifies zma, is it not evident that the 
Romans who borrowed the Zetrachord from the 
Greeks, could not give to the upper ftring of 
that Inftrument a name more agreeable to the 
Greek word Hypate than that of /umma, nor one 
more agreeable to the Greek word Nete than 
that of sma? *Tis therefore undeniable, that 
the firft and laft ftrings of the Zetrachord were 
fo called in Greek and Latin, and that this In- 
ftrument, according to all the Writers of anti- 
ent Mufic, ought to be reprefented thus : 


The Tetrachord of the Greeks. 








HypatTe Summa. 
PARYPATE-— Subfumma. 
PARANETE Pene-ima. 





NETE Ima. 
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This being fuppofed, ’tis plain that Horace 
having ufed the words /umima and ima, mention- 
ed at the fame time the four itrings of the Ze- | 
trachord, chordis quatuor, only to determine by 
that Inftrument the nature and quality of the | 
founds he meant by /umma and ima, two ftrings 
of a fixed and invariable found in the Zetrachord. 
Had he meant only in general two oppofite 
tones, without any relation to that Inftrument ; 
why did he mention thofe four ftrings ? For, 
to make a real Zetracbord of them, as Mr. Dz- 
cier has been pleafed to do, is a prodigious mi- 
{take. 

If we confider the words famma and ima re- 
latively to the four ftrings, as names that de- 
noted the two oppofite ones ; nothing can be 
plainer and more intelligible than Horace’s mean- 
ing. His defign is to denote two tones the moft 
oppofite ; and to that end he charaéterizes them 
by the names of thofe two ftrings, the found 
of which was always the fame. He joins for 
that purpofe /umma and ima to quatuor chordis, 
and.by that means makes the Reader fenfible of 
the neceffary relation of all thofe terms one to 
another. Could he have expreffed himfelf more 
clearly, to make himfelf underftood ? 

Tis therefore manifeft, that by fummd voce, 
Horace meant the tone of the ftring called /um- 
ma in the Letrachord, and by ima the tone form- 
ed by the ftring called zma in the fame Inftru- 
ment ; and confequently that fimma and ima 
fhould have been tranflated and explained rela- 
tively to the four ftrings ; /umma by the tone of 


the upper ftring, and ima by that of the lower 
one. : 


Mr. 
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Mr. Dacier has done the quite contrary : he 
takes /umina and éma in an abfolute fenfe, inde- 
pendently upon ny Inftrument - he explains 
thofe two words without any relation to the. 
four ftrings ; and therefore he was no longer 
able to underftand the word voce upon which 
he puts 2 wrong fenfe, nor the words fama 
and ima, which he explains in a fenfe quite con- 
trary to what they fignify. . 

By the word voce, Mr. Dacier underftands 
the voice of Zigellius finging fometimes the 
Treble, fumma, and fometimes the Bafe, ima. 
But Horace does not mean the voice of Tigel- 
lius, but what we call a Zove in Mufic, taken 
in a general fenfe, which equally denotes the 
human voice and Inftruments, without having 
a greater relation to the one than to the o- 
thers. . Perhaps thofe who do not perfectly un- 
derftand the prepriety of Latin words, might 
have fome doubt as to /umma voce ; but there 
can be none as to éma, and this word can only 
fignify a Tone ; for, this is the conftruétion of 
the Phrafe of Horace : Mode fummd voce, modo 
bac voce, que fetlicet vox, ima ex quatuor chor- 
dis refonat. But if the word vox be taken for 
what we call voice, the Phrafe fhould be tran- 


® flated thus : fometimes withthe higheR voice, 


fometimes with that voice of the four ftrings, 
which is beard beneath. But is the word vox 
proper for a ftring ? and can it be faid that a 
fring makes one hear its voice? A ftring has 
founds, and makes one hear tones. Horace was 
too nice in his expreffions, to exprefs the found 
of a ftring by the word vox, in the fenfe of 
the human voice. °’Tis true, he ufes the word 
vox ; but that Latin word does not fignify on- 
ly the human voice, but alfo in a more st 
ra 
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ral fenfe the fame thing as fonus in Latin. Vox, 
fays Robert Stephens in his Thbefaurus, omne quod 
fonat. Virgil ufes it to exprefs the found of 4 
Trumpet : 


Tum vero ad vocem celeres qua buccina fignum 
Dira dedit, raptis concurrunt undique telis 
Indomiti agricole. En. VII. 519. 


Thus when Horace fays fummd voce, & hac 
que ima ex quatuor chordis refonat ; he only de- 
figns to exprefs the found of the upper or lower 
{tring of the Yetrachord: He only means the 
tone upon which Zigelizus fang, not the voice 
of Zigelius. And what proves demonftratively 
that by /umma voce and ima he could mean no- 
thing elfe, is that in Latin /4mma and ima can | 
never be applied to vox, when this word is ta- 
ken for a man’s voice. And indeed, perufe all 
the Latin Authors, you will never find that any 
of them added the Epithet /umma or ima to the 
word vox. Robert Stephens upon that word 
gives almoft a hundred different Adjectives, 
which feveral Authors joined to it ; but in that 
Lift we neither find /umma, nor ima. Virgil 
indeed fays, in the VIth Book of the - 
neta : 


Magna compellat voce per umbras. 


But magnd in this place fignifies only a ftrong 
voice, in oppofition to parva, a weak one. Nay, 
the words /umma and ima are not proper for 
vox, when it is taken for fouus ; and if Horace 
ufed it in this place, ’tis not in relation to the 
grave or acute found of the twa ftrings menti- 

oned 
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oned by him, but only with refpect to the up- 

or lower rank of thofe two ftrings in the 
Tetracbord ; and by reafon of which they were 
called fumma and tma, 'Thofe two words are 
true Latin to denote the diftance of what is 
upper from what is lower in point of rank and 
place ; but they are falfe Latin, to denote the 
difference between grave and acute in :point of 
founds ; and it were a barbarifm to ufe them 
in this fenfe. Cicero gives us the different cha- 
racters of the voice, in thefe words : Vocis ge- 
wera permulta, canorum, fufum, leve, afperum, 
grave, acutum, flexibile, durum : where one may 


| fee, for what we call the Treble and the Bafe, 


only acutum and grave. Neither that Author, 
nor any other Latin Writer, did ever ufe for a 
voice the words famma or ima, which Mr. Da- 
cier was pleafed to take for the Treble and the 
Bafe, not only without any ground, but even 
againft the principles uf true. Latin. 


Our Author charges Mr. Dacier with ano- 
ther miftake. ‘That Tranflator renders /ummda 
voce the Treble, and ima the Bafe. On the 
contrary, /umma vox is the Bafe, and zma vox 
is the Zreble, fays the Author. To prove it, 
he cites Nicomachus, one of the feven Writers 
of Mufic publifhed by Meibomius, who fays 
that the ftring- called Hypate in Greek, which . 
fignifies /umma inLatin, gave the moft grave found, 
or made the Bafe in the Zetrachord ; and that 
on the contrary, the ftring called Nete in Greek, 
Which is the fame as éma in Latin, gave the 
moft acute found, or made the Treble in the 
fame Inftrument. From whence ’tis eafy to 
infer, that fince on the one hand Hypate in 
Greek and fumma in Latin, and on the other 

“se hand, 
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hand, Nete in Greek and zma in Latin, denote§ 
each of them the fame ftring ; it neceflarily fol. 
lows that fumma vox in Horace does not fignify 
the Treble, as Mr. Dacier would have it, but 
the tone of the Bafe ; and that zma does not 
fignify the Bafe, but the tone of the Treble. 


Our Author wonders, that fince the four 
{trings mentioned by Horace plainly denote the 
Zetrachord, Mr. Dacier did not contult the’ an- | 
tient Authors about that Inftrument. That 
Commentator (fays he) fhould at leaft have 
confulted Boethius, who compofed a Work con- 
cerning the Mufic of the Antients, and in the 
firft Book, Chapter 20, expreffes himfelf thus 
about the ftring called Hypate. Inque bis, que 
Sraviffima quidem erat, vocata eff Hypate, quafi | 
major atque bonorabilior. Unde Fovem etiam Hy- 
paton vocant. Confulem eodem quoque nuncupant 
nomine propter excellentiam dignitatis. Eaque 
Saturno eft attributa propter tarditatem motus, © 
gravitatem foni. What Boetbius fays of the 
ftring Nete, is only this: Septima autem dicitu | 
Nete, quafi Neate, zd eff, inferior. But it is an 
eafy thing to judge of the nature of this ftring 
by what he fays of the other, and by the effen- 
tial oppofition of thofe two ftrings. 

The Author further obferves, that without 
confulting Nicomachus, Boethius, and other an- 
tient Writers about the character of the two 
ftrings in queftion, Mr. Dacier might have been 
fufficiently informed, by looking into Conftan- 
tine’s Lexicon, under the words Hypate and 
Nete. We find there not only the order and 
rank of thofe two ftrings in the YZetrachord, 
but alfo the nature and quality of their 
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found. “Tam, fumma chorda in fidibusy que 
ima, id eft, 74.vity opponitur.

Treble....It 
feems. to me that he upbraids Mr. Dacier too 
often with his miftake, and that he, f{peaks, too 
much in a triumphant way. A Writer. fhould 
be contented with the glory, that accrues to 
him from a good Criticifm. I hope the length 
of this Article’ will not difpleafe*the lovers of 
Horace, Perhaps. fome Readers will not ap- 
prove that among the Articles of this Month, 
three of them fhould contain critical Remarks 
upon two antient Authors. If it is a fault, it 
will ‘not’ be’ frequently commigted. I fhould 
have been very willing to put off this Article 
to fome other time ; ‘but I could not ‘conveni- 
ently do it. .

Perhaps in order to tranflate Horace with 
great advantage to the Public, there fhould be 
two Verfions of that Poet in the oppofite pages 
of the fame Volume ; one Literal, without be- | 
ing barbarous ; and the other containing, as 
much as poffible, the fpirit and the beauties of 
that excellent Author. An exaét literal tran- 
flation would be almoft as good as a Commen- 
tary, and more ufeful in many places. Some | 
words here and there fhould be added in a diffe- 
rent character, to make the Poet ftill more in- | 
telligible.

\ x. Boerbaave is a celebrated Phyfician, anda 
perfon very well qualified to write a Method 
to learn Phyfic, not only by reafom of his great 
skill in that Art, but alfo becaufe having an un- 
common knowledge of all thofe Writers, who 
have well treated of any thing that a Phyfician 
ought to know, he is able to dire€t Students to 
the beft Authors, and to fhow wherein their 
excellency confifts. Dr. Boerbaave undertakes 
three things in this Work. 


Firft, he fets before the Reader’s eyes all the 
ufeful difcoveries that have been made in Phyfic 


‘during the courfe of many Ages, and lays afide 


whatever is wrong and ufelefs in that kind. 
Secondly, he mentions thofe Writers who 
have been eminent in each part of Phyfic, and 
takes no notice of thofe who have only tranfcri- 
bed others. 
Thirdly, Dr. Boerbaave thows how thofe Au- 
thors ought to be read. 


He very well obferves, that a man who de- 
fires to be an able Phyfician, ought to know 
who are the beft Writers upon Phyfic. But 
among fo many Authors, how can he difcover 
thofe that he fhould pitch upon, unlefs he be 
direCted in his choice? Nothing therefore can 
be more ufeful in Phyfic, than to know where 
and how to begin the ftudy of that Science, 
how to go on with ir, and what Writers ought 


to be read. 
D2 What 
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What the Author fays here of the ftudy of 
Phyfic, may be faid of the ftudy of other Sci- 
ences; and it muft be confeft that many Stu- 
dents would have made a much greater progrefs, 
if they had been well directed in their youth. 
The late Mr. Bayle told me, that he never-fok 
lowed any method in the courfe of his ttudies, 
and that he read ail manner:of Books, without 
any choice or order, as they came into his hands. 
This way of ftudying did in all probability qua- 
lify him to compofe an Hiftorical and Critical 
Dictionary ; but fuch a Work is of a very difie- 
rent nature from thofe that run upon Arts and 
Sciences. 3 

The Author treats of Natural Philofophy in 
general ; and then fhows what a Phyfician ought 
to know of Natural’ Philofophy, Chymiftry, Bo- 
tanics and Anatomy : afterwards he proceeds to 
Phyfic. : 

This Book will be very well known ; and 
therefore I fhall' confine myfelf to that part of 
it, in which Dr. Boerbaave gives his judgment 
about the Writers of Natural Hiftory. Arifto- 
tle (fays he) deferves to be read upon this 
head, that great Philofopher who had: more 
Learning than the Moderns are willing to al- 
low ; and who being enabled by the Liberality 
ef Alexander the Great to travel into feveral 
Countries, to converfe with: learned: men, and 
to enquire into natural things, writ ‘a Hiftory 
of the. generation of Animals, Of their nature, of 
Meteors, &c. 'Thofe Works contain a vaft num- 
ber of obfervations. iors Pig 

Pliny is a Writer of great ufey becaufe he com- 
piled the obfervations that ‘were:found in a:great 
many Books about-Animals,: Vegetables, Bota- 
nics, Phyfic, &c. 
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However, thofe two Authors ought to be 

read very cautioufly ; for there are many fabu- 
lous things in their Works. Pliny defcribes 
many Plants that are now well known, more 
exactly than any Botanift before him. The fa- 
bulous things that’are in his Book, ‘ought.to be 
afcribed ‘to’ the. genius of thofe times. The 
Commentaries of the Arabians and Schoolmen 
upon Ariftotle are not worth reading. Sa/ma- 
fus. could not write well upon Pliny ; for he 
was 10 Philofopher. ’Tis therefore better to 
read Ariftotle and Pliny without -Commenta- 
ries. ‘The beft Edition of Pliny is that of Dale» 
campins, a Phyfician. Dr. Boerbaave does not 
fo much as name Father ‘Hardouin’s Edition of 
Pliny. . 
' He -very much commends my Lord Bacon ; 
and fays that if there is any thing in De/cartes 
that is good, “tis owing to that famous Englifh- 
man. Dr. Boerbaave beftows ‘upon’ the -cele- 
brated Mr. Boyle the praifes that are due to him. 
Afterwards the Author mentions the. origin of 
the Royal Society, and of fuch other Academies 
beyond Sea. He fpeaks of the Fournal des Spa _ 
vans which began to.be publifhed in 1665, and 
in which many pieces relating to Natural Philo- 
fophy,' Chymiftryand-Phyfic, have been infert- 
ed. Dr. Boerhaave fays, that an Index of all 
thofe pieces fhould be drawn up by’a curious and 
diligent Reader. | . 

‘At the fame time, the Philofophical’ Tran{altie 
ons began to be publifhed in England. Dr. Boer- 
baave tells us, there is no need of tranflating them 
‘into Latin, becaufe the beft things to be found 
in that Work have always been inferted in the 
Fournal des Scavans, "That Journal was not ve- 
ry well known to me before the year 1700. I 
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{uppofe it was before that time that many things 
were inferted in it out of the Philofophical Trau- 
factions. Upon this occafion, I fhall obferve, 
thit I have found an Extraé& of the fecond Ar- 
ticle of the Philofopbical Tranfattions for March 
and April 1725. N°. 387. in the laft Zournal 
des Sfavans for January 1727. Dr. Boerbaave 
fays, that the Memoirs of the Royal Sosiety 
have been abridged by Mr. Lowthorp, an emi- 
nent Phyfician (clariffimus ille Medicus.) Mr. 
Lowthorp was a Clergyman. Foreign Writers 
are frequently miftaken, when they give an ac- 
count of the ftate of Learning in England : 
witnefs the late Mr. de Beauval t, whofe News 
from London were full of errors. I have late- 
ly read in a foreign Journal, that fome Books 
publifhed by the late Dr. Sherlock, Dean of 
St. Paul’s, have been written and printed by the 
prefent Dean of Chichefer. Sei? 

In 1667, an Italian Book én folio, containing 
fine experiments, was printed at Florence. That 
Work is very fcarce : Dr. Boerbaave fays, that 
the beft things to be found in it, have been in- 
ferted in the Fournal des S avans. 

The next year, 1668, another Work was 
printed in Italy, intitled Géoruale de’ Letterati. 
It contains alfo the experiments made in that 
Country. 

In 1670, the Academy Nature Curioforun was 
founded in Germany. They have printed their 
difcoveries from that year, with this title, Mi/- 
cellanea Curjofa, *Lis a mixture of good and

Afterwards Dr. Boerbaave takes notice of fome 
particular Authors, who have writ upon feveral 
parts of Natural Hiftory. The firft men- 
tioned by him is A/drovandus, whofe Works con- 
Gift of many Volumes in folio.. He was a rich 
man, and made at his own charges a collection 
of the moft fcarce and curious things, His 
noble Cabinet is to be feen ftill at. Bofogua, He 
writ a natural Hiftory of all forts of Animals 
and Plants, moft of which he defcribed from 
the originals which he kept in his Cabinet.

0 GIVE a Specimen of this Work, which 
is written in a very neat ftyle, and cer=- 
ainly deferves to be read in private families, I 
all confine -myfelf to the firft Difcourfe, where- 
nthe Author, treats of the defign, matter and 
orth of the Lord’s Prayer.

1. This Prayer, with fome {mall variation, 
is recorded by St. Matthew and St. Luke ; bj 
St. Matthew here, and by St. Luke in the xith 
Chapter of his Gofpel, at the 2d and following 
verfes. And, according to the account which 
thefe Evangelifts give of it, our Lerd feems 
have diftated it upon two very different occa 
fions. 

For, in St. Matthew, it is brought in as: 
part of that continued Difcourfe of our Lord, 
called his Sermon upow the Mount, which takes 
up three whole Chapters, and feems to have 
been delivered at once, without any interrupti- 
on, and in which our Saviour has comprized 
the whole fubftance of the practical part of 
the Chriftian Religion. And what feems here 
to have occafioned his prefcribing this Form or 
Pattern of prayer, was the caution which he 
had juft before given his Difciples to avoid that 
affected prolixity in prayer, which the Heathens 
were remarkable for, who thought that they 
fbould be beard for their much fpeaking.

Our Author infers from thence the abfolute 
perfection of. this Form of prayer, and ;our-ob- 
ligation both to ufe the fame.as a prayer, and 
to compofe according to that :pattern all) the o- 
ther prayers we make. : ' 


2. He therefore proceeds to fhow ,the gene- 
ral defign of our Lord’s teaching his Difciples 
this Prayer. 

Our Saviour: feems to.have ‘intended: it as a 
Pattern of prayer, according to which they 
fhould compofe their -own ‘prayers, in order to 
avoid needlefs prolixity. . After this manner: pray 
yy {ays our;Lord : that is,, Let!your:prayers to 
God be always fuch as this is ; for fubftance the 
fame, for compofure like: to this which I now 
di¢tate to -you. 

And thus our Lord’s Difcip les feem at, firft to 
have underftood him, as aly giving. them a 
Pattern of prayer, not as prefcribing to them 
the ufe of. this: particular ,Form.; 

But, fays the Authors ’tis evident, that he 
further defigned to tupply them alfo with a 

J: to Form 
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Form of prayer ready made for their ufe. Ic 
was an ufual cuftom among the Jewifh Doctors 
to compofe prayers for the ufe of their Scho- 
lars, as well as to inftruct them in the art of 
praying. St. John Baptift had done it ; and 
therefore the Difciples, as we read in St. Luke, 
defired our Lord, that he alfo would be pleafed 
to compofe a Form of prayer for their ufe: 
Lord, fays he, teach us to pray, as Foln alfo 
taught bis Difciples. In anfwer to which, our 
Lord prefcribes to them to ufe as a prayer thofe 
very words which he had; once at leaft, before 
di€tated as a Pattern of prayer. When ye pray, 
fay, Our Father which art in beaven, &c. 

The learned Prelate infers from thence, that 
it is not unlawful to pray to God in a Set Form, 
and proves it at large. 


3. As for the Matter of the Lord’s Prayer, 
the Author makes thefe two obfervations up- 
on it. 

That Prayer is very full and comprehenfive ; 
there being no petition which we can at any 
time have occafion to put up to God, either for 
our fouls, or for our bodies ; for ourfelves, or 
for others ; which is not included in, and may 
not be reduced to fome or other of the petiti- 
ons of this fhort Prayer. And this is a very 
good reafon, (befides the exprefs command of 
our Lord for the ufe of it}) why we fhould ve- 
ry frequently put up our requefts to God in 
thofe. very words which are here taught 
US. 


The fecond obfervation is this. ‘Though 
this Prayer was prefcribed by our Lord him- 
felf, who being the ¥/i/dom of the Father, and 

JANUARY 172”. E having 
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having not received the Spirit by meafure, had 
no need to copy or learn any thing from others, 
yet, as it has been obferved by thofe verfed in 
the Jewifh Learning, there is nothing in this 
whole Prayer which could even then be account- 
ed new, either in the matter, or in the expref- 
fion of it ; but every part of it is taken, with 
very {mall variation, out of thofe Forms of 
prayer which were ufed by the Jews in our Sa- 
viour’s time. From whence it appears that our 
Lord did not affect novelty in Devotion, no 
more than in other things. He wifely diftin- 

uifhed between good and bad ; and though he 
could doubtlefs have taught his Difciples a Prayer 
which was entirely new, yet he rather chofe to 
take the chief materials of his Prayer out of 
the Jewifh Devotions, then in common ufe ; 
that fo it might appear, that in the other Re- 


formations which he made in Worfhip or Reli- 
gion, he was not governed by fancy, or guided 
by a fpirit of faction or ichifm, but aéted 
wholly according to the truth and reafon of 
things. 


What I have extracted out of this valuable 
Work, is fufficient to give a juft notion of 
it. I fhall only add the Author’s explication 
of this petition, Z+y Kingdom come. When we 
ufe this paflage in the Lord’s Prayer, fays he, 
this is the fenfe which we ought to have in our 
minds. “* Mayft thou, OQ God, who art in- 
“* deed the King over all the world, may’ft 
“* thou be owned as King by all ; may all Man- 
** kind profefs fubje€tion to thee ; and may thy 
** Grace fo rule in the hearts of all, that they 
** may be entirely fubjeét to thee, and fincere- 
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sly obey thee; and then may that bleffed 
“ time alfo haften, when all who have here 
«© owned thee for their King, fhall reign for 
“‘ ever with thee in thy everlafting glory”. 


Bifhop Blackall was one of thofe Englifh Di- 
yines, who, when they undertake to treat a fub- 
ject, dive into the bottom of it, and exhauft 
the matter.

HILE other Arts and Sciences (fays 
Dr. Barry) have been advanced, and 
brought almoft. to perfection, the progrefs of 
Phyfic has been fo flow, that for the {pace of 
above two thoufand years it received but few 
real improvements : on the contrary, it was 
loaded vith errors, and involved in ufelefs in- 
tricacies. This unhappy fate of Phyfic (conti- 
Ez nues 
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nues the Author) is in a great meafure owing 
to the number of Seé#s, and deluding Hypothe- 
fes that have been admitted to explain the caufes 
of difeafes. The patrons of thofe Hypothefes 
have advanced whatever might gain credit to 
them, and have neglected the true methods by 
which this Art may be improved. The Author 
adds, that whoever takes a juft view of the 
Writings of former Phyficians, and of the va- 
rious revolutions Phyfic has undergone, will 
find that little truly valuable has been added to 
it from the time of Hippocrates to that of Har- 
vey, but what has been received from that d7- 
wine old Man ; and that the large Volumes of 
fucceeding Authors have {welled to fuch a bulk, 
not by new real improvements, but by repeti- 
tions of what he writ before, and applying a 
falfe Philofophy to his obfervations. Nay, fave 
Dr. Barry, the Works of Hippocrates himfelf, 
if purged from errors, may be reduced to a 
{maller fize ; for, if his notions of the Elements, 
and their Influence of Attralfion, and Antipathy, 
Celeftial Caufes and Anatomical errors, are ex- 
cepted, which greatly enlarge the bulk of his 
Writings ; what remains, confifts of a {mall col- 
lection of Obfervations, which are plain, and 
obvious to the fenfes, and as they are the con- 
ftant footfteps of Nature, will always retain 
that efteem they have fo long maintained, and 
continue to bear the fevereft Teft of fucceeding 

Ages. ; 
Hippecrates is moft valuable for his exaét de- 
{cription of the natural progrefs, and event of 
difeafes, Areteus and Rufus’ Ephefius purfued 
the fame method. The former deferves parti- 
cular notice for having been the firft that re- 
duced 
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duced into order what Hippocrates publifhed in 
a confufed manner. Gale likewife was very 
ferviceablé in collecting the Déagnofics, and 
Proguoftics of difeafes, which lay fcattered in 
the Writings of former Phyficians ; but did great 
prejudice to Phyfic, by introducing the Peripa- 
tetic Philofophy, and thence explaining the caufes 
of difeafes. By this means the Art continued 
unimproved, and was more involved in fiétions 
and deceitful chimeras ; and whoever perufes 
the Arabians, Rhafes, Averrhoes, Avicenna, Kc. 
will find they have only changed the language 
of Galen and Ariftotie, and added little that was 
material befides a few improvements in the Ma- 
teria Medica. 

All the fucceeding Authors, to the time of 
Paracelfus, were Commentators on Galen, and 


had fuch an implicit regard to his notions, that 


his Text was quoted by them as decifive and 
facred, while the name of Hippocrates (particu- 
larly among the chief of the Arabians) was fel- 
dom mentioned. But his doétrine was at length 
revived in France by Hollerius and Duretus, and 
the Galenic Theory was violently overthrown by 
Paracelfus, who, when he was made Profeffor at 
Bafil, ordered the Works of Ga/en to be pub- 
lickly burnt. 

Dr. Barry obferves, that Chymiftry being in- 
troduced into Phyfic, cleared it-from many er- 
rors, but foon fubftituted others more dangerous 
in their place. But (fays he) this Art is now 
cultivated in a more ufeful manner. 

After fome other obfervations, the Author 
fays that Phyfic has within thefe few years re- 
ceived large improvements, from Borel/i, Bellis 


Bi, Pitcairn, Hygenius, Dr. Mead, Dr. Freind, 
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Dr. Cheyne, and fome others. But (Cpurfues 
Dr. Barry) no one has fo far advanced its pro- 
grefs as the learned Dr. Boerhaave. By a full 
knowledge of the antient and modern difcove- 
ries, an indefatigable induftry and an uncom- 
mon Genius, he has already done the greateft 
fervice to the Art of Phyfic, and feems to be 
moft capable of bringing it neareft to perfecti- 
on. <A great part of the following Account of 
Nutrition was publifhed in a Zhefis fome years 
ago, when the Author ftudied Phyfic under 
Dr. Boerhaave at Leyden. A languid confump- 
tive habit of Body (fays he) fixed his atten- 
tion more particularly to this fubjeét at that 
time, and has in fome meafure fince engaged 
him to attempt to bring it to a greater matu- 
rity ; and he fhall not think his labour ill be- 
ftowed, if the rules laid down prove as fervice- 
able to others, as they have been to him. This 


circumftance is very proper to raife in the Pub- 
lic a defire of reading this Treatife. 


It is divided into three parts. The firft con- 
tains an account of Nutrition ; the fecond, a de- 
fcription of the ftru¢ture and ufe of the Lungs : 
and from this Theory, the Author, in the next 
place, has endeavoured to explain the various 
Caufes and Progrefs of a Confumption of the 
Lungs, with a method of cure deduced ftom 
thefe principles. No rational account (fays he) 
can be given of this difeafe, without this regu- 
lar method ; for, a Confumption in general 
muft always preceed from a defeét of fuch 
caufes as conftitute Nutrition ; and whoever is 
unacquainted with the fabrick, and the feveral 
funtions of the Organ of the Lungs, in its 

natue

natural ftate and vigor, will not be able to un- 
derftand the caufés of its decay, and the vari- 
ous effe€ts which are thence proditiced. 

A clear fimplicity (fays the Author) is the 
fureft Te of truth ; and whoever confiders the 
great uniformity that is to be obferved in the 
feveral parts of the human body, and the ftri& 
analogy that is kept up between the greater and 
leer parts, will find that the immediate caufes 
of difeafes are more fimple and plain than they 
are generally fuppofed to be ; and that their 
great difference and variety of fymptoms are 
chiefly owing to their different fituation. How 
eafy it is to account for a light Boé/ or Inflam- 
mation in the Hand ? How tew fymptoms arife 
from thence ? But how greatly is the {cene al- 
tered, if the fame immediate caufe produces 
fuch an Inflammation in the Pleura or Lungs ¢ 
And its termination into an Ab/ce/s, which gives 
relief in the former cafe, is in the latter attend- 
ed with a various train of fymptoms, and moft 
frequently ends in death. ‘The Author gives 
another inftance, which I omit : tis taken from 
an Hemorrbagia narium and a fatal Apoplexy. 


I fhall conclude with another obfervation of 
Dr. Barry. The great Art of a Phyfician (fays 
he) confifts in formimg a juft notion of the 
Caufe, and Seat of a diftemper ; and wherl the 
indications of cure are deduced from fuch cer- 
tain'and evident principles, *tis an eafy matter 
by the ufe of few ‘and frequently plain Medi- 
cines to carry it off. This affertion (continues 


| the Author) is not only agreeable to the ftriét- 


ett Reafoning, but confirmed by experience ; 
fince the moft happy Pra¢titioners have been al- 
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ways remarkable for the fimplicity of their Me- 
dicines, while fuch who endeavour to explain 
diftempers from complex and immechanical 
caufes, fuch as Effervefcencies, Precipitations, 
Alkalis engaging Acids, and ufe as wild a Far. 
rago of Medicines, are as remarkable for their 


ill fuccefs. 


This Book will be read with the greater plea- § 
fure, becaufe the Author has a clear way of ex- 
prefling himfelf.
